mouth, named after the famous colony of that same 

name located on the Massachusetts coast. It is situated in the 
county seat of L.eMars, a name whose uniqueness at once calls for 
the historical explanation of its origin, now a classic in the annals of 
the history of the. state of lowa, but which will bear brief repetition 
here and serve as a fitting background for this brief historical sketch. 
The construction official of the railroad, in company with the offi- 
cials of the railroad and a party of ladies, arrived at the point of lo- 
cation of the new town and naturally the subject of its name came up 
for consideration. It was agreed that the new name should be formed 
by using the initial letters of the christian names of the six ladies, mem- 
bers of the party. These letters could be arranged so as to spell either 
LeMars or Selmar; the ladies decided by ballot in favor of LeMars, 


and thus the new town was designated.

Among the earliest Catholic settlers of the city of LeMars were 
Peter Gehlen, C. D. Hoffman, Thomas Gallagher, John Hentges, 
Nic Hentges, Charles Burns, John Herron, B. F. Manahan and John 
Toby, men strong in their Catholic faith and willing to undergo every 
sacrifice for their holy religion. The rich prairies and fertile soil gave 
promise of earthly prosperity, but there was no priest to break the 
bread of life for them, no house of God wherein to worship, and no 
Catholic school to bring up their little ones in the fear of God. So 
Peter Gehlen and C. D. Hoffman approached the Reverend Thomas 
Gunn, then pastor of St. Mary’s Church in Sioux City, to take charge 
of the little flock at LeMars. The Reverend Father Gunn, a kind and 
zealous pastor of souls, willingly responded to their invitation and 
said the first Mass at LeMars in the home of Peter Gehlen on the first 
Sunday after Easter, April 24, 1870. In a meeting after Mass a 
resolution was taken by the aforesaid gentlemen to build a small 
church at a cost of $1,000 00. A block of land was soon after pur- 
chased at a cost of $150.00 from the Iowa Land Company of Cedar

Rapids, and the new structure was begun by Contractor John Chris- 
tiany of Hospers. The House of God was completed in June, 1870, 
and dedicated to the honor of St. Joseph, the head of the Holy Fam- 
ily. Father Gunn having been called on to preside over the Cathedral 
parish at Dubuque during the absence of the Rt. Rev. Bishop Hennes- 
sy who was in Rome at the time, Father B. C. Lenihan held the first 
service in the new little church and administered to the wants of St. 
Joseph’s congregation for five years. 


Father Herman Joseph Meis 


In the year 1875, on Christmas morning, a newly ordained priest, 
assistant to Father B. C. Lenihan, appeared for the first time in the 
church at LeMars to announce the glad tidings that Christ was born to 
the little congregation, little thinking that he was chosen by God to 
be a blessing, and a pillar of truth for LeMars and the surrounding 
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country. The priest was Father Herman Joseph Meis, an humble, 
pious, energetic and tireless worker in the vineyard of the Lord. In- 
vited by the congregation to remain as resident pastor he sought and 
obtained permission from Bishop Hennessy to satisfy the wishes of the 
people. During the first year Father Meis boarded at the home of 
Peter Gehlen, who further showed his generosity by donating eight 
acres of land to the church, which forms half of the present park-like 
grounds. This site was well located and tastefully set out in ever- 
greens and other trees and shrubbery. Father Meis and the early foun- 
ders of the pa:’sh showed great foresight in procuring such a beauti- 
ful and extensive location. They were planning not only for the pres- 
ent but also for the future, as is evidenced by the fact that the six acres 
on the north end of the premises were secured with a view of locating 
some charitable institution thereon. Their wish was only a dream but 
their hopes are today materialized in the beautiful structure of the new 
Sacred Heart Hospital of which a fuller account will be found in sub- 
sequent pages. 


The work of Father Meis was by no means restricted to St Jo- 
seph’s parish, but he also administered to all the Catholics in the sxr- 
rounding country. In the east his field of labor extended as far as 
Storm Lake; in the north as far as Sibley; in the west as far as Per- 
ry Creek, and in the south down to Onawa. Thus he laid the founda- 
tion of numerous parishes located at Struble, Oyens, Perry Creek, Al- 
ton, Granville, Hospers, Remsen and Cherokee. In attending these 
various missions Father Meis experienced the usual trials and difficul- 
ties of pioneer life. Sometimes these trials were the cause of much 
merriment when they were not too serious or disastrous. Thus we 
find in the issue of the LeMars Sentinel of May |, 1879: ‘‘Father 
Meis started with Dick Hynes’ famous pacers about noon Sunday to 
conduct services at Hospers. But when he and his trotters got to the 
railroad tracks a few rods north of the church, the fliers gave a-whirl 


and landed the Reverend charioteer gently (>) on the prairie grass.- 


The steeds twisted around until they demolished the carriage, and 
Father Meis was forced to secure another team to convey him to his 


appaintment. 
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But the ardent worker did not forget the little ones at home and 
began immediately to make extensive improvements on the church to 
enable him to have a school for the children of the parish. In the 
files of the local newspaper for August 24, 1876 we find the follow- 
ing item: ‘We have been shown the ground plans and elevation of 
the contemplated improvements to the Catholic Church edifice in Le- 
Mars, improvements that will necessitate an outlay of not less than 
$3000. A large amount of this sum has been subscribed, and there 
will be no difficulty in securing the entire amount. The Catholic im- 
migratio.: to this point has been continuous, till the Catholic popula- 
tion largely outnumbers that of any other denomination in the coun- 
ty, and includes some of our wealthiest and most substantial citizens. 
The increase in the number of worshippers now far exceeds the ac- 
comodations and something must be done to meet the ever increas- 
ing wants of the constantly growing congregation. The contemplat- 
ed improvements include a residence for the priest and a neat belfry, 
and will double the seating capacity of the present building.” These 
improvements are further specified in the issue of October 5, 1876, as 
follows: ‘“The improvements on the Catholic Church are progressing 
rapidly under the skillful supervision of the contractors, the Messrs. 
Dominic Arendt and Michael Nemmers. An addition of 30x70 feer 
to the rear of the present building, from north to south, two stories 
high, and projecting forty feet to the south is being put up. This 
forty foot wing will be divided into two parts, one of 22x30, to be 
used as a dwelling by the priest, and the other 18x30, as a school 
room. Over the school room will be a choir gallery. Folding doors 
will separate the church from the schoolroom, but they may be thrown 
open when the space is wanted for church purposes. A hall ten feet 
wide will be put in front of the old buidling which will be surmounted 
by a steeple 72 feet high. The cost of the contemplated improvements 


wil! not be less than $4,000.00.”’ 
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ST. JOSEPH’S CHURCH AND SCHOOL, 1876 


St. Joseph’s School 


Here Father Meis himself taught school for one year, then 
he engaged the service of a Mr. Manning for this purpose. As the 
number of children increased, Father Meis succeeded in entrusting his 
school to the care of religious teachers from Wilkes-Barre, Pennsyl- 
vania, in 1879. They were members of the Community of the Sis- 
ters of Christian Charity, Daughters of the Blessed Virgin Mary of 
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the Immaculate Conception. The community was founded at Pader- 
born, Germany, in 1849, by Mother Pauline von Mallinkrodt now 
known as ‘The Servant of God” as her process of beatification has 
just been introduced. In 1880, one year before her death, Mother 
Pauline visited the school, and on that occasion expressed her admir- 
ation for the beautiful peaceful little town and its good people. 


Many parishes had craved Christian education for their children, 
but as the number of the available Sisters was rather limited, the 
saintly foundress could not heed all applications. Thanks to the good St. 
Joseph, she gave preference to Father Meis’ petition and hence the 
Sisters took charge of the school. The first local superior was Sister 
Stephania, assisted by Sister Sixta, Sister Irene, and Sister Lucina. 
At the opening of the new scholastic year, another teacher was added 
to the staff. A small house had been given them as a temporary 
home, but in October, 1879, they moved into the wing that had 
served as a dwelling for Father Meis. Under the supervision of Dom- 
inic Arendt, a new parochial residence had been erected at a cost of 
$1160.00. . Father Meis took possession of his ‘‘elegant new manse,”’ 
as it was called in the paper of the day, on October 9, 1879, and 
the jubilation accompanying the event was recorded by the newspaper 
in the following words: ‘Friends surprised him with a serenade. 
The band played its liveliest, and there was a merry round and round 
for a few hours that was vastly enjoyed by all present.”’ 


Another item from the same paper under date of July 28, 1881. 
entitled ‘Handsome Gift To A Worthy Man,” may be of interest to 
show the popularity of the hard-working Father Meis: ‘Father Meis, 
the resident priest of the LeMars parish is much beloved by his own 
congregation and deservedly popular with the general public. His 
numerous friends both within and without his congregation resolved 
to make him a substantial testimonial of their regard and laid together 
enough to purchase a fine horse and buggy. On Wednesday night of 
last week the friends headed by the Germania Band, proceeded to 
the parsonage and calling out Father Meis, G. W. Argo in a neat 
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speech conveyed ta him the elegant gifts. C. D. Hoffman and others 
followed, whereupon the Reverend Father attempted to reply, but 
the task was too much for him. He thanked them in words and tones 
the donors will not soon forget. An hour or two of social chat, inter- 
-spersed with vocal and instrumental music, was spent with the happy 
priest and one of the pleasantest affairs of the season came to an end. 
The horse is a: fine stepper and the buggy is one of the best that Pew 
and LaRue could obtain.” 


Division and Growth of St. Joseph’s 


In a short time the congregation again outgrew the capacity of 
the existing building, although the parish was divided in the 
vear 1893, the English speaking Catholics obtaining a pastor of 
their own in the person of Father J. P. Barron. Having enlarged the 
Sisters’ house, the priest and the congregation realized the necessity 
of building a new substantial brick church that stands to this very day 
as a monument of Catholic zeal. The building committe consisted of 
B. F. Manahan, Joseph Gehlen, John Arendt, Frank Heed/-and 
Charles Hoffman. Plans having been procured from Fridolin Heer of 
Dubuaue, the foundation was laid in the year 1884 at a cost of $7,- 
000 00. The laying of the cornerstone was celebrated with great sol- 
emnity as we learn from the newspaper account of this event which 
took place on May 14, 1884: “Early Wednesday the membership of 
the German Catholic church began to arrive from the country to be 
present at the laying of the cornerstone of the magnificent new edi- 
fice which is now so fairly under way. The exercises commenced at 
ten o'clock, a. m. There were present, Father Schulte of State Center, 
officiating, assisted by Father Nemmers of Waterloo and Fathers Meis 
and Barron of this city. The preliminary services were held in 
the old church, after which the children of the parochial school, the 
members of the societies connected with the church and the audience 
numbering nearly 1000 persons marched in procession to the founda- 
tion of the new building where the cornerstone was laid according to 
the rites of the Church. Bishop Hennessy of Dubuque was expected

to be present, but circumstances over which he had no control pre- 
vented his presence, so Father Schulte took his place. There were 
no lengthy remarks made. The Church when completed and furnished 
will cost about $35,000.00; the foundation already completed indi- 
cates the extent and permanence of the structure. The floor rests 
upon heavy posts strengthened with iron. Part of the basement will 
form a large chapel. The mason work done so far reflects great cre- 
dit upon the builders, and altogether the enterprise is one reflecting 
most creditably the spirit of the membership which has contributed so 
liberally to the great building. Father Meis has certainly demonstrat- 
ed remarkable ability in financiering and carrying forward a work de- 
manding such heavy expenditures. The building will seat over seven 
- hundred persons and when completed will be the finest edifice of the 
kind in the north half of lowa, excepting Dubuque.” 


_ The following year, in 1885, the superstructure was completed 
by the contractor Mathias Schnell of Rock Island, Illinois, at a cost 
of $23,007.00. However, before the interior of the edifice was en- 
tirely finished a severe storm occurred on June 14, 1885, as a result 
of which “‘the magnificent spire on St. Joseph's church was torn off, 
the beautiful cross was carried many feet to the northeast, and frag- 
ments of the frame work lay scattered about the yard. Sixty or more 
feet of the spire are gone. The roof is badly broken and the plaster- 
ing inside is also injured, the interior being about half plastered. The 
stained glass windows in front were blown in. The point of the cross 
on the spire reached one hundred and sixty-five feet into the air and 
was no doubt the highest structure in northwestern Iowa. The loss 
to the building is variously estimated at from six te ten thousand dol- 
lars."" (LeMars Sentinel, June 16, 1885). The paper also calls at- 
tention to the fact that Father Meis had a tornado policy for $15,000 
on the church. The damage was repaired and the church was used for 
services for the first time on the first Sunday in August, 1885, even 
though the interior was not fully completed. The old St. Joseph's 
- church wes remodeled and used for school purposes in the fall of the 
same year. |

Now the priest and people vied with each other to make the in- 
terior worthy of Him who dwells in the Sanctuary. The congrega- 
tion furnished a High Altar and Communion Rail for $3500.00, and 
an organ for $2200.00; the Society of St. Joseph donated the St. 
Joseph's altar, and the ladies and young ladies the Altar of the Bles- 
sed Virgin at $400.00 each. The church and altars were adorned by 
numerous beautiful statues all presented by members of the congre- 
gation. The statue of the Blessed Virgin was presented by the young 
ladies, and that of St. Ann by the ladies of the congregation. Father 
Meis out of his own means, at a cost of $3000 had the church fres- 
coed by Mr. Alfonse Brielmeier, a renowned frescoe painter from Mil- 


waukee, and also from his own purse erected most beautiful Stations . 
+f 
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of the Cross from Meyer’s Art Institute in Munich, Bavaria, costing 
$2300. St. Joseph’s church is an imposing brick structure 164 feet 
long, and 58 feet wide, with middle and side naves. In the basement 
is a hall for meeting purposes. The church is considered one of the 
finest and most complete in the State of lowa, a monument to the 
zeal of the pastor and people for the House of God. 


In consulting the records left by Father Meis a little difficulty was 
encountered in trying to locate a place visited by him and which he 
designated as ““Rossbach.’’ Numerous entries occur in the Baptismal 
Register and we even find the papers making mention of it. Thus the 
local paper of August 24, 1876 contains this item: ‘‘Father Meis will 
hold services in the Catholic church at Rossbach next Sunday and will 
remain there until next Wednesday for the purpose of giving instruc- 
tions to the young people.”’ After some inquiries it became evident 
that by “‘Rossbach"’ Father Meis meant Perry Creek, to the southwest 
of LeMars, with a church in the locality of what is now known as 
Ellendale. To Father Meis the word Perry sounded more like the low 
German word “‘Paere’ (high German “Pferde’’) meaning horses, 
and so in order to give this body of water a more euphonious title he 
designated it as ‘‘Rossbach;’’ but his christening in this instance was 
not lasting, for it is still known as Perry Creek today. 


Last Days of Father Meis 


The rapid growth of the parish soon caused the work to become 
too strenuous for Father Meis and he began to fail in health. On Sep- 
tember |, 1897 the Bishop sent Father M. J. Thiltgen, D. D., as as- 
sistant, who remained until September Ist, 1898, and Father Meis 
had to do without an assistant for several months, until December 


12, 1898, when the Bishop sent Father J. B. Baeumler as the new 


assistant. 


After a painful and long illness Father Meis died on December 
31, 1900. Had not ill health overtaken him, he would have had the 
happiness to celebrate his Silver Jubilee on December 23. His poor 
health would not even permit him to offer the Holy Sacrifice of the 
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Mazs on tks gala day he had so long anticipated. The silver wreath of 
his juki'ee was bzried with him on January 3, 1901, in the stately 
grave he himself had prepared for his last resting place at the rear of 
the church in the ncok form2:d by the walls of the sacristy and the 
north transept. 


Father Meis was born in the yzar 1835 at Siddenghausen, West- 
phalia, G::many. He was ordained to the holy priesthood at Dubu- 
que in the year 1875. In the demise of Father Meis, the growing 
community lost one of its most beloved citizens, a model priest, a 
modest scholar, and a zealous pastor of souls. He was active, atten- 
tive to duty, level-headed. He was exceptionally modest and would 
not injure the feelings of any person. These admirable traits charac- 
terizcd his career as a priest. When he realized that the end of his 
earthly pilgrimage was near, he, like a true christian, resigned him- 
self cheerfully to the will of a wise and loving Providence, 


Rt. Rev. Monsignor F. X. Feuerstein 


The Rev. Father F. X. Feuerstein followed Father Meis on April 
13, 1901. A zealous priest of the Lord, he by his kindness and lead- 
ership soon gaix: d the good will of the people. He had been pastor 
of the Holy Ghost church, Dubuque, and was regarded as one of the 
strongest characters in the Catholic church in lowa. He came to Le- 
Mars \:ith the reputation of an orator and hard worker. During the 
very first yeer of his pastorate of St..Joseph’s church he built with 
the unc nim:ous consent of the congregation, a new school at the cost 
of $23,000.00, the funds being obtained partly by a subscription of 
the congregation and partly by a bequest of Father Meis. The old 
school was moved to Fourth Avenue and First Street N. E., and was 
converted into a residence. The new school built by Father Feuerstein 
is of trick, 102 feet long, 64 feet wide, and two stories with base- 
ment. It contained apartments for the Sisters, dormitories and din- 
ing-room for boarders, and six school rooms. ‘The building commit- 
tee consisted of Messrs. Martin Schafer, Joseph Gehlen, Peter Nem- 
mers, Magnus Sauer, William Meis, J. D. Hoffman and Frank Rolfes. 
Martin Heer of Dubuque was the architect and Zach Eyres of LeMars 
the contractor, 
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The Silver Jubilee of his priesthood was fittingly observed on 
December 21, 1903 with Solemn High Mass attended by the congre- 
gation and a large number of priests. An interesting program by the 
children of St. Joseph’s school was rendered in the afternoon. 


The year 1905 marked the fulfillment of a long desired wish of 
both priest and people, for a commodious and properly appointed 
priests’ residence, conveniently situated between the church and 
school, and costing approximately $18,000.00. The old resi- 
dence was moved to the corner of Sixth Avenue and First Street S. E., 
where it is used as a residence to this day. For many years accomoda- 
tions were provided in the new house for the Bishop of the diocese, 
the dignitaries and missionaries, during the days of the priests’ retreat, 
while the priests were housed in the school. 


In the year 1907, as the old soft brick of the church were becom- 
ing rather worn and defaced, the entire exterior was covered with a 
plastering of red cement marked off in brick-like lines of white. In 
_ the same year the present tall Gothic steeple was built to replace the ~ 
one which had been destroyed by the cyclone of 1885 and had not 
been rebuilt. A clock with four dials, a donation by the Young Men’s 
Society, was installed in the new tower, and still serves as a time- 
keeper for the entire neighborhood. 


In view of the excellent services rendered in the church, Father 
Feuerstein was made Domestic Prelate by Pope Pius X, on April 23, 
1909, the investiture taking place on June 8, 1909. The Rt. Rev. 

Bishop P. J. Garrigan of Sioux City officiated, assisted by the Rt. 
Rev. Mer. Lenihan. The Deacon of the Mass was Father Dagnault of 
Sioux City, and subdeacon, Father Seraphim, O. F. M., Deacons of 
Honor were Father Wagener and Father Schenkelberg. Father Hur- 
ley was Master of Ceremonies. The English sermon was preached by 
Father Lenihan, and Father Kuemper preached in German. 
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Death of Monsignor F, X. Feuerstein 


The year 1916, December 2, marked the end of the Monsignor’s 
career of fifteen years as pastor of St. Joseph's church and the sixty- 
seventh of his earthly pilgrimage. His death came suddenly, being 
the result of a stroke of apoplexy. He lingered but a few days. Like 
a true and fervent christian he met death cheerfully, having been well 
fortified with the last rites of Holy Church. He was buried on De- 
cember the sixth, on the priests’ lot in St. Joseph’s cemetery where a 
beautiful tombstone perpetuates his memory. Between twenty-five 
hundred and three thousand people, besides many priests, gathered at 
St. Joseph’s church to attend the funeral and to pay reverence to the 
memory of a zealous priest. Bishop Garrigan of Sioux City delivered 
the English sermon and Father Brune of Alton eulogized the deceased 
in German, 


| Monsignor Feuerstein was born at Aulendorf, Wurtemburg, 
Germany, February 22, 1850. He received his education in the medi- 
cal profession at the University of Heidelberg, and being a medical 
student at the time of the Franco-Prussian War of 1870-71, he served 
as a surgeon in the army. Later he studied theology and was ordained 
to the priesthood in the Grand Seminary, Montreal, Canada, in 1878, 
He was first appointed professor in St. Joseph’s College at 
Dubuque, Iowa. After a few years he was put in charge of St. Mary’s 
church, Cascade, lowa, and was later transferred to Dubuque as pas- 
tor of Holy Ghost church, whence he came to LeMars. In natural: 
ability, in intellectual attainments and in christian culture Monsignor 
Feuerstein had few equals. In college he was successful beyond the 
average student in his examination in philosophy and theology and 
other studies preparing for the priesthood. As a priest he was particu- 
larly zealous in caring for the sick and offering them every possible 
assistance spiritually as well as materially. 


Father Jos. Dalhoff, the assistant pastor, took charge of the 
parish after the death of Monsignor Feuerstein and remained in charge 
until the appointment of the new pastor. 
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Rt. Rev. Monsignor W. A. Pape 


Fully six weeks had elapsed since the death of Monsignor F. X. 
Feuerstein before St. Joseph's parish received its third and present pas- 
tor in the person of Father W. A. Pape. St. Joseph's parish saw in 
Father Pape a rebirth of Catholic faith. He came to LeMars from 
Templeton, Iowa, to which place he had been transferred from Poca- 
hontas a short time before. Having completed his course in theology 
at St Meinrad’s Seminary, Indiana, he was ordained to the holy priest- 
hoed on March 25, 1894, by Bishop Chatard of Indianapolis. Bishop 
Hennessy assigned him as substitute for Father Nemmers in Gilberts- 
ville, lowa, for six months, and he was then appointed pastor of SS. 
Peter and Paul's parish at Pocahontas, where, after a few years of ener- 
getic labor, he organized the new parish of the Sacred Heart and be- 
came its first pastor. His pastorate in Templeton was very brief, 
while his services in the church were such that they resulted in his pro- 
motion to St. Joseph’s Church, LeMars, and the receiving of the papal 
honors of Domestic Prelate. It was on July 17, 1917, that he was 
invested with the purple robes of that dignity by the Rt. Rev. Bish- 
op Garrigan of Sioux City. Father Geo. Wessling was the celebrant 
of the Solemn High Mass in which the investiture took place. Father 
Masterson was Deacon; Father Schafer, subdeacon, and Father Ed- 
mond Heelan of Fort Dodge, the present Bishop of Sioux City, mast- 
er of ceremonies. Bishop Garrigan delivered a most eloquent sermon 
in English and Father Rohlman of Dubuque paid tribute in German to 
the zealous activity of the newly created prelate. 


On Holy Saturday night of April, 1919, a fire occurred in the 
church which might have proven very disastrous, had it not been dis-. 
covered in time and checked by the quick action of the priests. As it 
was, part of the sanctuary floor, a portion of St. Joseph's altar and the 
communion rail were badly scorched. In. repairing the damages oc-’: 
casioned by the fire the Sanctuary was b2autified by a new hardwood © 
floor and also slightly enlarged by lowering the communion rail and 
moving the same further out from the altar. 
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Among the events that took place at this time was the Silver Ju- 


bilee of Monsignor W.-A Pape on April 23, 1919. On the previous 


evening the school children, under the direction of their teachzrs, as- 


sembled in the hall to pay tribute to their cherished pastor, Rt. Rev. 
Mgr. W. A Pape, who hed just completed his 25 years of service in 
the Vineyard cf the Master. 


As the curtain rose, the scene was a never-to-be-forgotten one. 


Boys and girls with radiant faces beamed on their beloved pastor. 


The impressive Jubilee Hymn was the first number on the program, 
then followed the Jubilee Ode, and last, but not least, a most charm- 
ing flower cantata was staged by the boys and girls, old and young, 
of the school. Scenery, lights and music produced a fairy-like effect, 
while little girls, becomingly garbed in gorgeous costumes, repre- 
sented various flowers, sunbeams, and butterflies. The entire ensem- 
ble truly suggested a living bouquet of the garden’s choicest flowers. 
As a conclusion of the number, two little boys presented a purse, 
tucked in a pretty toy automobile. The good pastor was visibly im- 
pressed. iar made an att?:mot to express his thanks, but he was real- 
ly too deeply touched to voice his sentiments: however, his reticence 

we3 appreciated and understocd by all: for they, too, were filled with 
emotion. 


The celebration was at ended by a large number of p2ople and re- 
sulted also in the coming of over onze hundred priests to honor the oc- 
casion. The very appropriat2 sermon was preached by Bishop Heelan 
of Sioux City. A banquet in honor of the jubilarian was served to 
the visiting clergy in the beautifully decorated school hall by the la- 
dies of the parish. | 


In 1920 a residenc2 was purchased across the street from the 
schoo] and converted into a large convent for the Sisters, also pro- 
viding room for boarders. Thus the Sisters were given a splendid 
home with beautiful surroundings, and a dormitory and_ boarding 
place with every modern equipment were provided for those children 
for whom the distance and cold season make it necessary to remain in 
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the city. The entire cost of the convent was $35,000. The school 
was also remodeled at a cost of $15,000, providing more space for 
classes and laboratories, 


The cemetery grounds were beautified by the leveling of the 
graves, the erection of a crucifixion group, and the building of a con- 
crete driveway at a cost of $6000. Flower beds maintained along this 
driveway by the ladies of the parish form a beautiful approach to the 
cemetery from the church. A small strip of land, an abandoned road, 
running parallel with the cemetery was purchased from the city and 
improved, thus considerably enhancing the appzarance of the ceme- 
tery. A sexton was placed in charge of the cemetery for its upkeep. 
The cemetery fund to date nets the substantial sum of $8000, being ac- 
quired by a permanent foundation, namely, that of perpetual care. 
Lots in late years have been sold on this plan, thus always increasing 
the sinking fund, and the owner of a lot is freed from the burden of 
looking after the upkeep of the same. 
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In the spring of 1925 the church’ was completely remodeled at a 
total expense of about $20,000. The outside of the edifice was re- 
paired and repainted. A large and commodious sacristy was added 
to the rear which necessitated the removal of the remains of Father 
Meis to the priests’ lot in St. Joseph’s cemetery. The interior of the 
church was redecorated in a modest style, adorning the House of God 
and making it a fit dwelling place for the Saviour of the World. Both 
the exterior and interior painting were done by Mr. J. P. Poeckes, 
painter and decorator, a member of the parish. A new lighting sys- 
tem was installed and a more convenient entrance to the basement 
was built in the front of the church on the north side.

«( {. ATHER MEIS realized that the parochial school is the great nur- 

f sery of the Catholic church and therefore at once collected the 
UL little ones of his newly organized parish about him, thus lay- 
ing the foundation to the present parish school. The importance of the 
parochial school is realized by all sincere Catholics. The child learns in 
the very first grade the end and purpose of his existence. His earliest 
lesson in Catechism informs him that he is not created for this world, 
but “‘to praise, love, and serve God, and to save his immortal soul.” 
The virtue of self-restraint is often mentioned in the school room. The 
child at an early age realizes the need of the practices implied by this 
virtue. In the school the pupil beholds objects of piety, the crucifix, 
pictures of the saints, statues, etc In the real Catholic home the inspir- 


ing and helpful teaching given to the children at school is enforced, and 


it is from these homes that comes the great army of youth who are the 
pride of the Church and the hope of their country. But their number 
would be greatly increased were all parents equally careful in empha- 
sizing these teachings at the fireside. 


As we have said in another chapter, Father Meis secured a relig- 
ious teaching staff from the east, the Sisters of Christian Charity, who 
were the first Sisters to settle in Plymouth County’ nay in the north- 
western part of the state. Like all pioneer work, the Sisters’ labors at 
LeMars were accompanied by many hardships and difficulties, but’ 
faithful to their vocation to teach the lambs of the flock, they endured 
all for love of Him who had sent them. Thanks to their untiring ef- 
forts the school ranks today as one of the best in the dioces. When the 
Sisters took charg: of St. Joseph’s school, the entire enrollment ex- 
ceeded one hundred pupils by one. It gradually increased and develop- 
ed under the patronage of the Reverend Pastors and the co-operation 
of priests, sisters and parishioners, and the elementary grades can now 
boast of 298 pupils, whereas the high school, fully accredited to the 
State University, has a daily attendance of 62 students. Eleven Sisters 
are active as teachers in the twelve grades.

Many in the parish heretofore unacquainted with the purpose 
of the Propagation of the Faith have been given an insight into the 
world’s larges! mission organization. The work was placed in the 
hands of the young ladies who energetically solicited the whole parish 
for membership, explaining to each individual the purpose of the So- 
ciety, and its many spiritual advantages. The people readily respond- 
ed to the call and the net sum of $380 was collected for the missions. 


The Ladies’ Aid Society 


The object of this society is to stimulate enthusiasm among the 
women of the parish for the purpose of rendering aid to the needy and 
to perform good works for both Church and school. From its very 
inception it has progressed in membership. The society was organized 
in the year 1913 through the efforts of Mrs. Michael Kass and Mrs. 
Margaret Kass. The money is raised by cash donations every 
second week when the society meets socially. The following dona- 
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tions give evidence of the successful undertakings of the society: The 
sum of $600 has been donated in different contributions toward the 
Church, school and convent; adopted a war orphan, and sent $50.00 
to Vienna for the poor; completely furnished a room in the Sacred 
Heart Hospital; at Christmas time sent cheer baskets to the ‘‘shut- 
ins,’ the aged and the sick at the hospital, and also remembered the 
orphans at St. Anthony’s Orphanage and the baby fold; contributions 
to M. A. C. W. Ample funds for all this work were provided, besides 
the membership dues, by having card parties, pantry sales, etc., ac- 
cording to the initiative of the leaders. Spiritua! benefits for the mem- 
bers are: one Holy Mass offered up for their intention every month 
and a Requiem High Mass every year for the deceased members,

St. Joseph’s Choir 


Although a choir has existed in St. Joseph’s parish from its begin- 
ning the organization has at all times fostered its object and promoted 
good church music according to the will of the Holy Church and our 
Holy Father. Ordinarily, rehearsals are held each Friday evening and 

‘the present membership totals thirty-one. Mrs. Anna Bellaire has 
been organist and director continuously since the first pipe organ was 
installed in the year 1890. The history of the St. Joseph choir dates 
back to the early '70’s and the members were made up of the families 
who were the founders of the congregation. The first organist was 
John Gehlen, and choir practice was held in the John Hentges home. 
In 1890 Mrs Anna Bellaire, a musician of unusual ability, was made 
organist and director of the choir, which position she is occupying to 
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the present day. A new pipe organ was installed in the same year 
which added greatly to the pomp and ceremony of the services, as 
the full, rich tones pealed forth supporting the splendid voices of the 
entire choir.

Trinity Council, No. 1466, Knights of Columbus, was instituted 
in LeMars, January 23, 1910. The council began its existence with 
seventy-five members, sixty-five of whom were initiated on the day 
of organization. The object of the Order is to unite together Catho- 
lic men of good moral character for their higher development, morally, 
socially and intellectually; for the promotion of patriotism, for the 
cultivation of those qualities that make better fathers and sons and 
more useful citizens; for that instruction that shall inculcate a high- 
er appreciation and better understanding of the holy doctrines of the 
Catholic Church; for all other ends tending to promote the growth 
of probity and virtue among the members and all people as well, to as- 
sist one another in true fraternal spirit in all commendable under-

jHRIST’ S example of zeal for the welfare of the sick and suffer- 
qe’ ing, and the practice of the Apostles have always induced the 
\ Church to do likewise. She has always understood the meaning 
of His words: .““Amen, I say to you, as long as you did it to one 
of these my least breathren you did it unto Me.” This was the chief 
‘motive ectuating the pastors of St Joseph's Church in erecting an in- 
stitution where the pains of those who suffered and whom Christ 
loved would be alleviated. 


Every noble undertaking is usually the result of an inspiring ac- 
tion preceding it. “Coming events cast their shadows before.”’ Father 
Meis during bis pastorate had purchased the six acres where the new 
hospital now stands with the expectation that some day there would 
be erected in thet place an institution for charity. Thus it happened 
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that at the death of Mr. John Maichen, a zealous member of St 
Joseph's parish, he willed the sum of $7000 for an institution where the 
sick of LeMars and vicinity would be properly cared for and consoled 
in their times of distress. A second bequest of $1000 for a like in- 
stitution was made by Mrs. Leonard shortly before her death. Mon- 
signor Feuerstein, at this inducement, purchased the LeMars Nata- 
torium on Central Avenue and having converted the same into a hos- 
pital, placed Miss Larson, R. N., in charge. 


The new undertaking prospered but the happy situation did not 
long remain in its glittering initiative. Death having summoned Mon- 
signor Feuerstein there remained a flock without a leader and as a 
consequence the discouraged executors made a sale of an enterprise 
which had not had sufficient time to develop. Doctors Bellaire and 
Mammen, two able physicians of LeMars, purchased the LeMars 
Hospital, as it was then called, in partnership, and began conducting © 
it according to their own plans. 


All hopes for a Catholic hospital having been abandoned the sit- 
uation was soon given anew impetus in the person of Monsignor 
Pape, worthy successor of Monsignor Feuerstein. Monsignor Pape 
redeemed the building from Doctors Bellaire and Mammen for $9000, 
and immediately placed it in charge of the Sisters of St. Francis of the 
Holy Family. Although the people of LeMars and particularly of St. 
Joseph's parish favored an action of this kind they had their misgivings 
as to the success of this second attempt to furnish LeMars with a 
modern equipped hospital. But it remained to be only a matter of 
time when their wandering hopes materialized, for rapid was the 
growth and development of the new project. Monsignor Pape felt that 
the coming of the Sisters would fill a recognized need and he had every 
confidence that the people in this vicinity would co-operate with him 
in this new project. 


And so it happened. Patients began pouring in from the four 


sides of LeMars so that in the year 192] a campaign was launched to 
collect funds for a new hospital. The campaign was under the man-

agement of Messrs, Zink and McCormick of the National System 
Company of Minneapolis. Frank Hentges was chairman of the men’s 
organization, and Mrs. W. G. Bolser presided over the women’s group. 
The Sister of St. Francis offered to match ‘‘dollar for dollar’ up to 
$150,000.00. The campaign was continued under the above manage- 
ment for six weeks, and was successful in its vast undertaking, so 


that on August 17, 1921, the contract for the erection of the new 


hospital was let to Riesche and Sanborn of Sioux City. 


The laying of the cornerstone took place in November, 1921. 
The work progressed very rapidly and on April 28, 1923, the Sisters 
were given the call to occupy the newly equipped hospital with X-ray, 
Heliotherapeutic, Laboratory and Pharmacy. To January |, 1926, 
there have been recorded 2032 patients, both surgical and medical, 
and 134 births.’ On July 1, 1923, the Nurses Training School was 
opened, and in February, 1924, the school was accredited to the Iowa 
State School of Nursing. The hospital has its own chaplain in the 
person of Father Gehling. 


Such was the accomplishment of the new undertaking by Mon- 
signor Pape. This community may be well proud of its fully equipped 
hospital. Today it stands as an evidence of that community’s spirit, 
and within its walls are Mercy, Kindness, Charity, and Sympathy— 
the exercise of an influence which makes for the spiritual as well as 
for the physical betterment of humanity. 
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must at all times be in the hands of competent judges. The 
& problem of finances is especially a difficult problem for the pas- 
tor. If St. Joseph’s parish stands today as a parish completely equipped 
and ‘organized it is largely due to the untiring devotedness of the men 
who have readily sacrificed their precious time and labor to help by 
their counsel and experience the plans and strivings of their pastor. 
Their number is great along the past fifty years and all without ex- 
ception deserve the gratitude the parish owes them. The present of- 
fice of Secretary is held by Mr. H. F. Groetken. His intense devotion 
to the interests of St. Joseph’s parish has made him a favorite among 
the people. It is doubtful if the parish in its search for a worthy treas- 
urer could have made a better choice than that of Mr. J. P. Poeckes, 
painter and decorator. Messrs. Henry Ahlers and Martin Henrich, 
two staunch characters, representing the rural districts, constitute the 
advisory board. an asset to the committee in recent years.

( y ONTIFICAL MASS, in honor of the Golden Jubilee of St, 
\ { Joseph’s Church, was solemnly sung on Wednesday morning, 

es, July 21, by the Rt. Rev. Edmond Heelan, D. D., Bishop of 
Sioux City. Promptly at 9:30 o'clock, the chiming of the large 
church bells of St. Joseph’s invited the dignitaries and priests into a 
procession from the parish rectory. The procession was led by the 
cross-bearer, Reinhard Nemmers, followed by the acolytes, Arthur 
Poeckes and Ralph Obermire, priests, monsignori and bishops and 
their chaplains. The officers of the Mass marched last, following the 
celebrant, Bishop Heelan. The prelates who marched and their chap- 
lains were: The Most Rev. Archbishop J. J. Keane of Dubuque, Fath- 
ers T. J. McCarty of Sioux City and J. Slattery of Wall Lake; the Rt.

‘The many people who came to St. Joseph's Church to witness the 
Jubilee Celebration and unable to gain admission for want of room, 
were well provided for and comfortably seated on the parish grounds 
adjacent to the church.
